BUCKS GIVEN GREEN LIGHT 
Community College Approved By State

Bucks County will have a community college. 
The Pennsylvania State Board of Education and 
the Council on Higher Education yesterday ap­ 
proved this county’s community college plan as 
submitted by the county commissioners. 


The approval is a green light for the county to 


establish its first independent college facility. It 
authorized the county commissioners to open a 
community college as early as September, 1965. 
Approval by both the board and the council 
came without a dissenting vote. Bucks is the third 
region in the state to get such approval. Previous 
approval went to Harrisburg and Philadelphia. 
Appoint Trustees 
The next step in establishing the college is up 


to the commissioners. They must appoint a board 
of trustees which, in turn, will select a president, 
faculty and site, as well as prepare a course of 
study and approve the degree programs. 
Commission chairman John J. Bodley said 
today the commission would appoint the board of 
trustees “forthwith.” He said he had no intention 
of serving on the board but felt at least one com­ 
missioner should be represented initially. 
_ 


The law says the board of trustees must number 
between seven and 15. Bodley said he thought the 
Bucks board should approach the maximum figure. 
He said it ought to be well represented both occu­ 
pationally and geographically. 
Applications Filed 
Many people wishing to be trustees have al­ 
ready filed applications with the commissioners. 
Bodley said, however, he suspected “the best board
